posed to rciieiil the Amis law of l!h)7. lint Senator 
Hiiiiiii Williams, who recently succeeded Mr. Wadley. 
refused to sniiiHirt the hill and the conference and 
eumiiromiae follow(-<I. The amended bill will have 
a atrouK fallowing io both liouaes.

AMERICAN IMPRESSIONS OF EPSOM. 

.\ii .American who knows, ealiles of English rac- 
ing at Epsom April 21 in true .Amerieau style in 
Hie New York Herald: 

"Down at Epsom I iiad my first impression of an 
English riKv meeting, and it seems to me to la- 
eomposi i| mainly of a nice lot of inolTeiisive scenery 
and Hie Inahilit.v of a maJiMitv of tlie spectators 
to tell wliether a race was lH‘giiiiiing or ending. 

"There was also a Idg crowd of is-oplc. estimated 
all the way from twenty to fifty thoiisaiid. Moat 
of them seemed to he Uaikmakers. Those who were 
not IsMikmakers dressed as though they tliought 
Hiev were. 

"There was quite a sprinkling of .Americans in the 
Hirinigs on the lawn in front of the grandstand and 
in Hie paddiH-k. .Americans’ horses, however, were 
scarce articles in the races and did lait do anytliiug 
to arouse enthusiasm, to the eagle did not scream a 
litHe liit or even situcak. 

"Cliarles Khdu. the American playwright, forged 
ills way into tile thick of tilings from an uutonioliile. 
It was the first horae raiv he had ever attended, 
and so lie Ismglit admissions to all the reserveil 
places Hiere were. 

"Then, imlliiig out ills race card and isiinting his 
finger at a hors*> whose name caught ids fancy, he 
told a Issikiiiaktr to give him two pounds wortli of a 
liet on it. The ‘laaikie’ gave' him a serious gliinee 
and said: ’That would hardly !«■ fair to you. The 

race lias lieeii over for eight miuutes and that horse 
vtas last of the Inmeh.’ 

"Henry B. Harris was as lius.v studying imIiIs as a 
lai.v learning the niulti|>lieation talde. Ho diseovere»l 
tliat on an English truck twice two does not make 
f<iiir--<iiil.v tlire*-. - 

"There was one bookmaker largely patrunixed liy 
.Aincricaiis iH-eaiise lie looked like ‘Boli’ Hilliard. 
To furtlicr the resemblance Ids name was Cliester- 
Hcld Gtaalc, aud he was dressed as Hilliard would 
lie at a high uikhi weilding. 

"One eiitliiisiustic and well-known New Yorker 
tried hard to got a lu-t down on a mountisl poli<-e- 
man who led tlio iiarade lu'fore the big race. He 
made a fuss over it. aud some Englishmen tisik liiiii 
serionsl.v and marvelled at his crass ignorance. 
•.My word.’ said <me. 'how can he famy' a eonstalil.' 
eiHild ever ride in uniform, and. lM>sides. his liorse 
Isn't even entered.’ With the steady inrush of 
Americans to England that haji. now hegiin. the com- 
ing races will undoithtiHlIy lie well Uavured with 
Yankeeisni. 

"Tlie railroad tliat takes yon to Eii.suni (I refer 
to the raix* track ami mit to salts) adopted a novel 
system of um-ertaiuty in running trains back to 
laiiidon totlay. 

"When 1 lihd crosseii the Downs, spotted with 
gor.se just bursting into yellow iilooni. and niaelied 
tlie railway station. I asked wlien the next train, 
left for the <dty. ‘One leaving right now. sir.’ re-' 
lilied the iKilieeman at the gate. I asked again. 
•It go<*s dir»H-tI.v, sir.’ ‘A'es. imt when ‘I’ ‘Oil. quite 
imiiiediatoly. sir.’ Nobod.y knew. It was held until 
Hiere wore passengers enougli to satisfy the train 
dispatcher, and it started lialf an liour later. Mean- 
time, ladies aud gentlemen had ruu themselves out 
of lireatli and into perspiration and then waited. 

“Reeiilleet. E|>soin' is only eighteen miles from 
London, and extra faros are chargcsl on these trains. 

"Snell is the impression of an Epsiau race meetiug 
gaim-d by an American oulisikor.’’

busy. 

Dugan was under contract to ride for H. P. Wliit- 
iiey in England and joined the stalde some time ago. 
blit tlie English Jwkey t'liili refused him a lieeii.se 
and lie returned to this eoiintr.v. His contract with 
Mr. Bclmoiit is onl.v for tlie Pimli»s> meeting, when- 
Mr. Wliitiiey will liave no starters. Diigati has not 
signed any contract lieyond liis present one with Mr. 
Belimait. Hioiigli it is known that lie has received 
several offers. 

Thoiigli he lias Ik’cii out of tlic saddle ever since 
lie left San Ertiiieiseo for England. Dugan is aide 
to ride at 102 pounds and la>fore Hie season at Bel- 
mont I’ark oiiens he will l>e aide to ride a few iioniids 
lighter. He has gone to Piinlieu to report to Jolm 
Wlialeii. who is training the Pimlico string for Mr. 
Belmont.
